Of Inventors Which Will Make 


Suggestions to Navy Department

Washington, July 13.—Announce- 


ment by Th mas A J3dison, of 
his 


acceptance of Secretary Daniels' of- 
fer to head an advisory board of civ- 
ilian inventors for the proposed bu- 
reau of invention and development 
in the na-y department, was receiv- 
ed with gratification today by naval 
officials. 
Secretary Daniels was es- 


pecially pleased because upon 
Mr. 


Edison's acceptance depended almost 
entirely the development ot the sec- 
retary's plan of utilizing the inven- 
tive genius of the country to aid in 
perfecting the navy as a fighting ma- 
chine. 


Mr. Daniels, who appealed to Mr. 


Edison to undertake the task on pat- 
riotic grounds, went ahead 
today 


with the perfection of his new plans. 
Details ot the proposed organization, 
however, will not be completed until 
the secretary has had an opportunity 
to confer with Mr. Edison, which he 
hopes to do very soon. It is planned 
to have men prominent 
in 
special 


lines of inventive research work as- 
sociated witn the 
bureau, 
several 


names already being under consider- 
ation. 


One of the big problems to be laid 


before the new bureau, will be that 
of improving the navy's submarines 
and aeroplanes, the imperative need 
of which is recognized. Referring in 
his letter to Mr. Edison to submarine 
warfare, Secretary Daniels said that 
he felt sure that with Mr. Edison's 
wonderful brain to help them, the 
officers of the navy would be able 
"to meet this new danger with new 
devices that will assure peace to our 
country by their effectiveness." 


Another important task of the bu- 


reau will be to make a careful study 
with a view to their possible adop- 
tion of all the numerous suggestions 
and inventions which are received al- 
most daily by the navy department 
from naval officers 
and 
civilians.

TO BOILER USERS 


FROM DEPARTMENT 


Because of the uncertainty of many 


boiler users in regard to the exact 
provisions of the Ohio boiler inspec- 
tion law, the boiler inspection de- 
partment of the Ohio Industrial Com- 
mission has issued, the following ad- 
vice to prospective purchasers of trac- 
tion engine boilers that may be ased 
for saw mill purposes: 


All boilers built since July 1, 1!»12. 


that are to be used for saw mill pur- 
poses must be Ohio Standard. 


There has been considerable misun- 


standing in regard to the exemption 
of traction engine boilers svheii used 
for certain purposes. While a traction 
engine 
is exempt from 
inspection 


when used for threshing purposes, the 
same is not exempt while being used 
for saw mill purposes. 


The Ohio law requires a state cer- 


tificate to be posted on the premises 
where the boiler is operated, when it 
comes within the jurisdiction of the 
law, and no certificate can be issued 
on "a boiler that is not Ohi:> Standard, 
built after July 1, 1912. 


It is the duty of all owners of steam 


boilers used for saw mill purposes to 
have the same inspected and to '>ave 
a certificate of inspection posted on 
the premises where the boiler is being 
used, showing the maximum pressure 
allowed.

Fighting the Hessian Fly. 


The ravages of the Hessian fly in 


the wheat fields in some sections this 
year will be the greatest in several 
jears, according to the Federal De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
Since the 


life habits of tihs pest, and the means 
of combatting it, are thoroughly un- 
derstood, there seems to be little ex- 
cuse for the losses it causes. Indeed 
as the department points out in its 
weekly news letter, "the most prac- 
tical and effective methods of con- 
trolling the Hessian fly are identical 
with the best methods of producing 
the maximum yields of wheat. 
It is 


perfectly possible for the farmer to 
fight the Hessian fly by the progress 
of good farming, involving thorough 
cultivation, good seed and a rotation 
of crops." 
More 
specifically, 
the 


"llaxseed" stage in wheat from June 
till September: 


1. Burn, where possible and safe, 


all stubble and ruined wheat. 


2 Disk 
all 
stubble and 
ruined 


wheat immediately 
after 
harvest, 


where burning is impracticable. 


3 Plow under deeply all 
stubble 


and ruined wheat fields before Aug- 
ust IS, harrow the ground, and roll 
if necessary. 


4 Harrow, disk, pasture, or other- 


wise effectually destroy all volunteer 
wheat. 


5 As a measure preparatory 
to 


sowing, plow as early and deeply as 
existing conditions will permit; disk, 
harrow, and roll until a thoroughly 
pulverized, compact seed bed is ob- 
tained. 


6 Do not sow wheat until after 


fly-free date (October 
1 
in 
this 


•latitude.) 


7 Rotate your crops if possible.

Prolific Fungi. 


An average sized mushroom will pro- 


duce as many as 1,800,000,000 spores, 
and a common toadstool shaggy cap 
has been shown to produce as many as 
5,000,000,000. 
Fortunately for the oth- 


er inhabitants of the world, however, 
the probability of successful growth of 
any given spore Is somewhat remote. 


The mushroom or' toadstool plant is 


formed by fine dimentous threads 
which ramify beneath the soil, and if 
we assume that a successful plant of 
the mushroom or shaggy caps produces 
as many as ten mushrooms or toad- 
stools we find that the chance against 
successful growth to maturity is re- 
spectively about 18,000,000,000 and 50,- 
000,000 to one in the two species men- 
tioned. 
Even more prolific than the 


mushrooms and toadstools proper is 
the giant puffball, a large specimen of 
which has been known to produce as 
many as 7,000,000,000,000 spores.—Lon- 
don Knowledge.

tory Chicago now occupies. This was

In 1783 Massachu- 


setts, 
Connecticut, 
Virginia, 
North 


Carolina, South Carolina and Georgia 
claimed to own the territory west of 
them as far as the Mississippi river, 
although the territories of Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut were interrupted 
by parts of New York and Pennsyl- 
vania. 
The line between Massachu- 


setts aiid Connecticut came a little 
north of what is now Chicago. It was 
Maryland that reduced these huge do- 
mains.

cles of confederation unless the other 
states would agiee to cede the western 
territories to the confederation itself, 
to be made in course of time, into new 
states.

Rumanian Border; 


Plea for Support 


USSOCIATED PRFSS TELEGRAM) 


Berlin, July 13.—(Via London) — 


A dispatch to the Tageblatt from its 
correspondent at Czernowtz, 
Buko- 


wina says: 


"The Russians are fortifying their 


Rumanian borders. Many thousands 
of men are at work digging trenches 
parallel with the border and build- 
ing barbed wire entanglements. The 
operations are being rushed with all 
speed." 


Tiie 'Russian government of Bessa- 


rabia borders Rumania on the east. 
Austria-Hungary is reported to have 
pledged Rumania to undertake the 
conquest of Bessarabia and transfer 
it to the Balkan state in exchange 
for Rumania's active support in the 
war. 


Russia, on the other hand, has at- 


tempted to win the support of Ru- 
mania for the allies by promising the 
cession of the Hungarian territory 
of Transylvania which borders Ru- 
mania on the west.
